Allanson was such a person. Allanson began to show ill effects from his treatment. 
His mind became affocted and he became simple and eventually broke down end died, 
on 16 November 1943 (Ex 39). 




As to Specification 5 (Uishiki) : ' Cashman, between 1 April 1943 and 
31 August 1945, was beaten by "Whiskey" for failing to saluto. As a result, Cash- 
man was at the time stunned.

Fish Face and:Gummy dropped Burns across a small'gauge'rail¬ 
line leading to the furnace so his head struck the line and again 
lifted! him anc dropped him so his head'struck hard steel. When, 
.brought back to camp Burns was paradbd before Aoki . the medical ser¬ 
geant, with the request that he be admitted to sick bay. Aoki re¬ 
fused and Burns rep orted the! ne xt day for wor k. On 6 lecembe'r 1943 
he was admitted to the sick room but his Condition had deteriorated 
so much he had little, chance of recovering.

After that "Burns'was. made to work the rest of the 
shift which ended at 12 noon> ,Burns went back to camp where he’was 
questioned by the interpreter for loafing, but he died during the 
next few days (Ex 11, R 110). Witness Bailey says "Fishface" beat 
Burns (R 188). One Parry, a PW, refers to a beating of Burns by Yana¬ 
gizawa (R 248 and 273) but refers to no special time. After this afa • 
fair Burns "w as paraded before Aoki (medical sergeant) with a. request 
that ho be admitted to sickbay. This reou est was refused and he was 
ordered to report to work the following dav '~ 7 . . 'On"the 6th day~of 
December 1943 he was admitted to the sick room but his condition had 
deteriorated so much he had little chance of recovery." He died 15 
December 1943 (Ex 15, 68). Dr. Barrett says, "Burns had been suffer¬ 
ing for about a month or six weeks from dysentery and beriberi and 
was forced to work although not in fit condition to do so. About 
December 7? 1944, he developed carbuncles on his neck ... He Was 
not admitted to the sick room for a period of three days. By then 
he was 'Very sick. He died on 15 December 1944 from toxemia from the 
carbuncles." Dr. Barrett further says, " His death was definitely • 
caused by lack of medical attention and overwork " (Ex IQ). "Ill- ; - 
treatment started in April 1943 and continued until about October 
I943, after which Burns was in such a mental and physical state that 
permission was obtained from Sergeant .Aoki by Captain Barrett to have 
Burns kept.in camp .... Burns remained in camp for about three 
months, during which time the condition became worse from lack of 
medical supplies, which responsibility was Sergeant Aoki’s . Early 
in January 1944 Burns contracted pneumonia and died about five days 
after contracting it . . . Pte Burns' death was without a doubt caused 
through the mental torture and ill-treatment, such as severe bashings 
given by Yahagi, Sigihara, and Kinichika" (Ex 31). Yanagizawa ("Gum¬ 
my") and Sekihara ("Fish Face") beat Burns in August 1943 (Ex 36, 37 5 
81, 82, 109; R 247, 266). "Burns had been driven to a standstill by 
the Japanese nicknamed 'Tiger'" (Ex 105). 

As to Specification 3 (Yanagizawa) ; R. A. Boed in affi¬ 
davit says; "Another overseer whom I know only as Gummy committed many 
acts of violence. I recall on occasion during the summer of 1944, 

Gunny detected Pte C.ommerford of 2/20 Bn partaking of a drink of cold 
water, which practice was forbidden. Gummy knocked him down with his 
fists and when on t)ie ground kicked him several times in the crutch. 

This incident was repeated on many occasions me was a' favourite 
punishment of Gummy" (Ex 23, par 9). On October 26, 1943> Comorford, 
who’was working at the stainless steel factory, was forced with other 
prisoners of war b.y two Japanese civilians in charge of the detail to 
run from work to canp.

He had been sick prior to this and when he stumbled "Gummy" would hit him 
with a "hardwood baton, some three feet long and two inches in diameter." As : a re- 
suit of the "ordeal" Blanchard was readmitted to the sick room and remained there 
for some six weeks until the war ended (Ex 29, 30, 41, 79). 

As to Specification 12 (Yanagizawa) : Hopsom, through exhaustion, 
fell down on the job. "Gummy" and "FisH Face," using "their boots and a stick, 
beat Hopsom until rendered unconscious." When Hopsom came to he was beaten again 
until he went back to work (Ex 65). He was confined to the hospital in isolation 
for three months thereafter (Ex 85, 86, ,108).

Previous to tnis they 
had no special markings but carried a piece of p per one and a. half by two 
inches to distinguish them (R. 431). The p.per s; stem wa.s in effect from 
‘ugust 1943 until the colored-e ra system went into effect (R. 413). On show¬ 
ing the papers they were put on light duty. The papers had.no special color 

(R. 413).

■burr-ott, Barrett ws in'Cdap every day (R. 396).. .There were. five xustf alien-■ 
mcdie.l orderlies in. camp. (it. 597). Porter wits one (R. 397).

Dr. Barrett says the 
y Japanese responsible for sending 7 Comerford to work in his weakened condition 
were ogt. ,-uyki and Pvt . , Tagoucni (k. 48>, 486). Comerford collapsed it work; 

. he was be'dten by someone, not one or two,, but .witness does not know -who beat 
him (R.. 110, I 38 )... There is insufficient evidence to show that the accused 
was involved in the beating wiiich took place immediately prior to Comerfora's 
health, Carroll (Ex. 46 ) say's he knew Uishiki. Uishixi beat Comerford; but 
Carroll imJees no mention of u. date or death lollovving. There is sufficient 
evidence in support of the findings on this specification, excepting the words 
"thereby contributing to his dec.th," of which words accused is found not guilty. 

As to Specification 2 (Uishiki ): The facts in this specification are 
covered under Specification 1, Awiyua... The eviuence supports the findings 
ms to this specification, excepting the words "thereby contributing to his 
dea th"; of these excepted words, not “guilty..

It would certainly be speculation 
to find that accused Uishiki "thereby contributed to hi's .death" when Mono was 
exonerated, in view of the. fact that mono was the dne who was doing the bashing 
prior to Huntington’S death. _The evidence.wi.il bear out that Huntington had 
npt been on the outside working party for some time prior to his death (R.

This testimony does not bear out the allegations made by the prosecution in 
that statement and the statement could have been made for no other reason than 
to prejudice the Commission/ 


The guards in this camp were,' in most instances, discharged disabled 
veterans and, in some instances, there may be a question of proper identity 
of the one who perpetrated the alleged,,offense, for the reason that these 
accused were given nicknames; as, for instance, they were known as "Peg Leg, 11 
"Hoppy," and this term of "Peg Leg" and "Hoppy" applied to more than one of 
the guards in this particular camp. This is borno out by the'affidavits here¬ 
in on file and by the testimony of the live witnesses. 


The testimony of, the accused was, in very few instances, attacked by 
the prosecution in cross-examination (See R.339, 358, 376, 393, 449, 431), 

Some of the testimony of the prosecution was corroborated by the accused in 
their testimony, but much of tho testimony of the accused refuted the testimony 
of the prosecution. 


The guards were in constant fear of boatings themsolveB and did take 
boatings in some instances because of favors to the prisoners of war. Susuki 
was beaten and finally discharged. The guards on discharge were blacklisted 
for further work of which to mako their livelihood (R. 336, 430, 431, 373, 449). 

The defense as yet has not served notice that it will ask for dis¬ 
approval or modification of the findings and sentence in behalf of any of tho 
seven accused. — 


The question of sanity of accused was not an issue nor was it raised 
in the case cf any of the accused, — 

• i . ; 

Tho findings cf the Commission can be .sustained to such .extent as 
heretofore set out. The beatings in somo instances inflicted wore most severe 
and the perpetrators who committed such crimes contrary to tho rulos of land 
warfare should bo duly punished. 

V . . 

5.- Rccommcndations : 

The petitions of clemency heroin filed have boon carofully considered. 


The Commission was constituted by proper authority and had jurisdiction 
over the accused. Accused wore given a fair trial and were most ably defended by 
counsel that uphold the finer ethics of practice. Tho accused cooperated in their 
own dofonso and took the witnoss stand in their own defense. 

For all of tho reasons above sot out, the sentence imposed on accused 
Akira Yanagizawa of death should be commuted and the. accused confined at hard 
labor for a period of fifty (50) years. Yanagizawa was confined on 3 Fobruary 
1947 and sentence was passed on 5 January 1948. It is reeommended that eight 
(8) months of the confinement at hard labor be remitted. Sugamo Prison, Tokyo,

It is the vie Vi of the undersigned that'the findings of the 
commission and ..the sentences are supporter by the proof except where 
hereinafter mentioned,. A careful study of the record including the 
briefs furnished by the defense reveals a course of conduct followed 
by each of the accused which directly and proxinately resulted in 
the deaths as alleged and as found by the commission, with the ex¬ 
ceptions hereafter stated. The accused "* * were active accessories,' 
aiding and abetting each other, in the wearing down process which, 
little by little, brought about **"the deaths.**. To kill a man by 
degrees is just as actionable as to do so with one swift stroked 
44 ^ Review of* US vs Nakajima, Case 128). In spite of the weak¬ 
ened and diseased condition into which the prisoners fell, beatings,- 
hard work and other mistreatments were the order of the day. In¬ 
deed, when., a prisoner was indicated, a.s fit only for lighjy work, beg_ 

became a target for additional abuse by curtain of the accused ho 
the extent that any such designation was shunned by the prisoners. 
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The;'rule of the jungle where savage animals leap upon their ailing 
brothers and? destroy them prevailed in this camp,. Whether or not 
the horrifying evidence is acceptable that Yanagizawa (Gummy) : de-„ . 
liberately concentrated"-on abuse of limited duty prisoners in order 
to profit from the sale of cremation boxes as alleged, there can be 
no doubt that his venom as well as that of the other accused was. 
turned upon these unfortunate humans and any others who faltered at 
their tasks. 


As stated by Brigadier General Franklin P.Thaw, Judge Advocate 
for the Far East Command,- in his review of the case of US vs~Naka- 
jima, et al, Supra, "Making an allowance for adverse conditions af¬ 
fecting the prisoners * * there is overwhelming evidence of per¬ 
sistent and almost constant brutality on the part of a 11 of the 
accused toward their charges, particularly the sick. * * * that 
each accused was activated by malice and reckless disregard of the 
lives and welfare of the prisoners is not-open to serious question." 

I A.nent the assertion by the defense that the deaths resulted 
f'rom causes not attributable directly to the accused, as charged., 

.1 quotation from, the review in the case of US vs Muta, p. ^3,. Case 
130is in point. "In considering responsibility for the death of 
Knight, it is not necessary to find a conspiracy in order to hold 
each of the accused. If they were accessories, hence principals 
aiding each other in accomplishing the death, each may be .held re¬ 
gardless of the presence or absence of a preconceived plan or-, con¬ 
spiracy. It is apparent from the evidence that the death of. Knight 
was accelerated by and directly resulted from a' combination, of. 
Causes. Starvation and boatings each played their part. 'If, at 
the moment of death, it can be said that, both injuries are con¬ 
tributing thereto, the responsibility rests.oh both actors. In 
such'cases, the law does not measure the effects of the several 
injuries in order to determine which is the more serious, and which 
contributes in the greater measure to bring about the death. So., 
one of two persons who caused the. death of another by shooting is 
guilty of homicide if the wound inflicted by him contributes to or 
hastens- the death, although alone it might not be. fatal'. (26 Am. 
Jurisprudence, p 191, "Homicide", Sec 48). If both the act charged 
a-hd disease directly and proximatcly contribute to cause a death, 
the person who performs the illegal act may be held for the homi 
cide- (26 Am.

Also note the words of General Fhaw in his review of US vs 
Ikegami, Case 25, pp 7 and 8 ahd the comment quoting them appearing 
at p, 65 of Eighth Army review of US vs Oota, Case 129: " 'Liability 
for homicide does not depend upon the fact that death is the immedi¬ 
ate consequence Of the injury inflicted by the accused. One who 
inflicts an injury on another is deemed by the law to be guilty of 
homicide if the injury contributed mediately *** to the death of 
■ such: other. The fact that other causes contribute to the death 
does not relieve the actor of responsibility, provided such other 
causes, are not the proximate cause of death. Criminal responsibility 
for inflicting an injury which is the efficient cause of death is 
not lessoned merely because of the predisposed physical condition 
of the decedent * * *.'!(.Am. Jur. 191. 'As a general rule, where 
one person owes to another either a legal or a contractual duty, 
an omission to perform that duty resulting in the death of persons .

'The law presumes all 
homicides to be committed with malice aforethought, and to con¬ 
stitute murder; the burden is on the accused to show circumstances 
of alleviation, excuse, or justification.' 1 Wharton Criminal Law 
(12th Ed.) 628 - 630 . 'The common law knows no deg'rccs of the crime 
of murder. The murderer is punished by death whether the death 
was predetermined by him or only the result of a reckless disre¬ 
gard for life.'

as to when expert medical testimony is required depends upon whether 
the matter involved is within the common-experience and knowledge 
of a reasonable person. If it is, no medical expert is needed. 

“The - law- em pi oys ”common sense and is not more ignorant than an or¬ 
dinary reasonable person. In measuring the proof in the instant 
case, the standards of reasonable knowledge of an ordinarily reason-, 
able and intelligent person and the common experience of mankind are 
employed. To do otherwise would be to throw away reason and to 
bring the law and justice into disrepute. (23 CJS Criminal Low, 

Sec 858)." : • - 

It should be remarked in passing that the deaths from mistreat¬ 
ment in which the evidence involved the accused reached such a height 
that the camp commander was finally compelled to order the Japanese 
personnel to "tone down" the mistreatments, not on the principle of 
humanity, but because the Japanese economy reouired the use of the

Specification 7*» Harper, frail from desperate illness was - 
kicked by accused after he had fallen from weakness.
